Hurricane Sandy grounds 
12,000 US flights 


NEW YORK (AFP) - More 
than 12,000 flights have been 
grounded as Hurricane Sandy 
thwarted travel up and down 
the US East Coast yesterday 
with powerful winds and 
blinding rain that could linger 
for days. 

That number is expected to 
grow as the slow-moving 
"Frankenstorm" chums its way 
inland after making expected 
landfall near Atlantic City, 
New Jersey yesterday evening. 

Along the way the storm 
will encounter a cold front 
coming down from Canada 
that could whip up as much as 
three feet of snow. 


Tens of thousands were 
stranded as the mega storm's 
impact on air travel was felt as 
far afield as Asia and Europe, 
mining holiday plans, delaying 
business trips and likely keep¬ 
ing scores of parents from get¬ 
ting home in time to take their 
children out for Halloween on 
Wednesday. 

Some 8,344 flights were 
cancelled on Sunday and mon- 
day as airlines prepared for the 
storm, according to 
flightaware.com. 

A further 3,726 flights have 
already been cancelled for 
today and 298 on Wednesday. 



Aruba Central Bank Survey indicates 
growing economic positivism 


Chart 3: Business Perception Index (BPI) 
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ORANJESTAD - The results 
of a survey conducted by the 
Central Bank of Aruba in the 
second quarter of the year in¬ 
dicate a growing optimism 
about the economic conditions 
of Amba in the short term. The 
survey also captured a more 
positive perception with re¬ 
spect to the future of Amba. 

The index of the economic 
situation has risen from 0.4% 
to 100.1 in the second quarter 
of 2012. This when compared 
to 99.7 in the first quarter, 
gives un indication of indis¬ 
putable positivism. 

The figures with respect to 
the near future have risen to 
1.4% compared to the past 
quarter. The figures supplied 
by Central Bank also include 
those of 2009. This shows that 
the level of confidence in 2012 
is greater than that of 2009, 
namely a total of 10% greater. 
While the index for short term 
business perception in 2009 
was 90.0, in 2012 this has in¬ 
creased to more than 10% and 
climbing to almost 102.5. 

Central Bank’s report 
states: “The results of the Busi¬ 
ness Perception Survey (BPS) 
for the second quarter of 2012 
indicate that businesses be¬ 
came more optimistic about 
the current and short term fu¬ 
ture economic conditions in 


Amba, as the index on the cur¬ 
rent economic conditions 
moved to slightly above neu¬ 
tral, while that for the future 
became more positive”. 

The figures register an im¬ 
provement both in the actual 
situation as well as in the ex¬ 
pectations and confidence in 
the future. In 2009 the index 
was below 100, showing that 
the economic perspective was 
heading in a negative direc¬ 
tion. But, in view of the figures 
of this year’s quarter being 
above 100, this indicates a 
convincing positivism regard¬ 
ing the Aruban economic cli¬ 
mate. 

The survey reveals posi¬ 
tivism in wholesale sales, re¬ 


tail, in the financial arena, 
hotel and restaurant areas. 
Central bank’s report states: 

“The responses to the sur¬ 
vey’s questions on profitability 
indicate the positive sentiment 
of business about the current 
economic conditions, as 67.7% 
percent of the respondents re¬ 
ported that profits were ob¬ 
served (annex 7). The highest 
profit surges were noted in the 
wholesale and retail trade, fi¬ 
nancial intermediation, and 
hotel & restaurant sectors”. 
The Amba Central Bank’s re¬ 
port closes with the comment: 
“Altogether, on balance busi¬ 
ness gained a more positive 
outlook in the second quarter 
of 2012”.

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Dutch navy intercept 840 kg cocaine 



ORANJESTAD - In an ambi¬ 
tious effort led by the HNLMS 
Van Amstel, Dutch Navy inter¬ 
cepted 42 bales of drugs during 
a counterdrugs patrol in the 
Caribbean. In close coopera¬ 
tion with the Dutch Caribbean 
Coast Guard unit, the maritime 
patrol aircraft Dash 8, the ship 
disrupted a drugs transport of 
840 kg of cocaine. 

In the evening of October 
26th the Dash 8 spotted a go 
fast close to the operation area 
of HNLMS Van Amstel. The 
Van Amstel launched it's Rhib, 
a fast rubber motorboat into 


the water, with on board 
the Law Enforcement De¬ 
tachment of the US 
Coastguard which is part 
of the crew of HNLMS 
Van Amstel during 
counter drugs operations. 
During the pursuit the 
boat threw several bales 
into the water. While 
HNLMS Van Amstel pur¬ 
sued the go fast, a second 
Rhib was launched into 
the water to pick up the 
packages. HNLMS Van 
Amstel picked up 42 
bales out of the water. A 
drugs test proved that the 
bales contained cocaine. 

The successful action 
of HNLMS Van Amstel is 
in concert with the interna¬ 
tional operation Martillo aimed 
against the illicit drug trade. 
Since September this year 


HNLMS Van Amstel is the 
Guard Ship of the Commander 
Netherlands Forces in the 
Caribbean. The Dutch Navy 
and Dutch Caribbean Coast 
Guard are an integral part of 
the international struggle 
against the illicit drug trade. 
Operation Martillo is a multi¬ 
national collaborative effort to 
counter the spread of transna¬ 
tional organised crime in Cen¬ 
tral America. The operation is 
lead by the Joint Interagency 
Task Force South in Key West, 
Florida and denies organised 
crime networks the ability to 
conduct illicit trafficking via 
air and at sea. The Commander 
Netherlands Forces in the 
Caribbean is part of the Joint 
Interagency Task Force South, 
as the subordinate commander 
of Task Group 4.4.

Obama urges Colombia 
rebels to lay down weapons 


Two missing 
as Sandy 
sinks tall 
ship HMS 
Bounty 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
replica of the HMS Bounty 
that featured in Hollywood 
movies got caught in tower¬ 
ing waves spawned by Hurri¬ 
cane Sandy yesterday, 
forcing the crew to abandon 
ship. Fourteen sailors sur¬ 
vived but two remain miss¬ 
ing. 

The 55-meter (180-foot) 
three-mast ship, built in 1960 
for the film ’’Mutiny on the 
Bounty” starring Marlin 
Brando that came out two 
years later, eventually sank in 
the fierce seas, its owner said. 

This voyage, with the 
ship's permanent, paid crew, 
left from Connecticut last 
week and had been due to ar¬ 
rive in Florida on November 
10, said Tracey Simonin, di¬ 
rector of the ship's owner, 
The HMS Bounty Organiza¬ 
tion. The ship was off the 
coast of North Carolina when 
it radioed in a distress call 
Sunday night. 

Before dawn yesterday, 
with the ship lacking power 
and taking on water and the 
crew unable to pump fast 
enough, they abandoned ship 
and took to two life boats in 
cold water with survival suits 
and lifejackets, the US Coast 
Guard said. 

Coast Guard helicopters 
ended up plucking 14 crew 
members out of the raging 
water. As of yesterday after¬ 
noon there was still no sign of 
the two missing crew mem¬ 
bers, Simonin said. 

At the time of the rescue 
the Bounty was being buf¬ 
feted by 40 mile-per-hour (65 
kilometers-per-hour) winds 
and 18-foot (five-meter) 
waves. 


BOGOTA (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama yesterday 
urged leftist guerrillas to lay 
down their weapons and reach 
a peace deal with the govern¬ 
ment of Colombian President 
Juan Manuel Santos in an inter¬ 
view broadcast on local radio. 

Colombia's government and 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia (FARC) rebels 
launched peace talks in Oslo on 
October 18 aimed at ending 
their nearly five decades of 
conflict. 

"My hope,” said Obama, "is 
that we can create a Colombia 
that is peaceful and prosperous, 
and that the FARC lay down its 
arms and recognize that, even 
though there are disagreements 
with the government, they 
should engage in a political 
process.” 

Obama, speaking to W 
Radio, said that the United 
States has "worked closely 
with the Colombian govern¬ 
ment for many years now to try 
to bring peace to Colombia, 
and we have seen significant 


progress. 

Colombia has received 
some $8 billion in US military 
aid over the past decade in the 
so-called Plan Colombia, 
aimed at battling drug traffick¬ 
ing and rebel groups. 

US officials have made it 
clear that Washington fully 
supports Bogota's effort to 
reach peace with the FARC. 

"We're very... supportive of 
their effort to get to the peace 
that they deserve,” State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Victo¬ 
ria Nuland said on October 17. 

"We're obviously not in¬ 
volved, we're not in the middle 
of it,” she added. "But we are 
being briefed regularly by the 
Colombians.” 

Obama also said that the 
dmg trafficking that helps fund 
the insurgency is not only a 
Colombian problem, and that it 
should be dealt with as a re¬ 
gional problem. 

Obama acknowledged that 
work needed to be done to re¬ 
duce the US demand for illegal 
dmgs. 


Hundreds of thousands without power 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hundreds of thousands of people were 
without power as Hurricane Sandy made landfall yesterday, lash¬ 
ing the US east coast with heavy winds and flooding, govern¬ 
ment figures showed. The US Department of Energy reported 
that between 500,000 and 750,000 power company customers 
were cut off, the furious winds of the storm knocking down trees, 
ripping down power lines and rains swamping other infrastruc¬ 
ture. Power companies said they had mobilized more than 
10,000 workers to remove fallen trees and restore lines, though 
it was not clear how much work could be done as the storm con¬ 
tinued to intensify.

Alps murder victim had bank account linked to Saddam 


BERLIN (AFP) - Saad al-Hilli, 
the British-Iraqi man killed 
alongside his wife and mother- 
in-law in a mysterious shoot¬ 
ing in the French Alps last 
month, had access to a bank 
account linked to late Iraqi dic¬ 
tator Saddam Hussein, the 
German daily Bild reported on 
its website yesterday. 

Citing a source with Ger¬ 


man foreign intelligence ser¬ 
vice BND, Bild said that the 
50-year-old victim’s late father 
had run a Swiss bank account 
for Hussein’s Baath party and 
that following the father’s 
death last year, al-Hilli gained 
access to the account and its 
balance of some one million 
euros. 

The source said BND had 


been monitoring financial 
transactions between Iraq and 
the West for decades. 

BND refused to comment 
on the matter to AFP. 

French prosecutors said 
earlier this month that a Swiss 
bank account monitored by al- 
Hilli and opened by his father 
had not seen any movement in 
a long time. 


Al-Hilli and his wife and 
mother-in-law were found 
dead in their car in France’s 
Haute Savoie region last 
month in an attack survived by 
their two young daughters. 

A French cyclist, an appa¬ 
rent innocent bystander, was 
also shot dead.

Visa checks useless against terrorists, 
says EU official 


ATHENS (AFP) - The Euro¬ 
pean Union should make it 
easier for foreign tourists to 
visit the bloc, a senior EU of¬ 
ficial said yesterday, arguing 
that ardent visa checks did lit¬ 
tle to keep determined terror¬ 
ists out. 

”1 do not believe that visas 
can help check terrorism, be¬ 
cause terrorists have European 
passports or in many cases 
forged passports,” said Anto¬ 
nio Tajani, a vice-president of 


the European Commission in 
charge of industry. 

’’The US have already 
modified their regulations for 
tourists arriving from Brazil 
and China. I believe that we 
should do more for Russians 
and Chinese, as the Russians 
mainly are affluent tourists,” 
the Italian official said. 

’’This led to an increase to 
visitors for all of Europe, and 
for Greece specifically it led to 
an increase in travellers from 


Russia, China and Turkey,” 
said the bloc's Greek commis¬ 
sioner for maritime affairs, 
Maria Damanaki. 

"There is now a discussion 
at the European Commission 
to make these measures more 
permanent and this is some¬ 
thing that will help Greece,” 
Damanaki said. 

Tourism is one of the main 
pillars of Greek economy 
which is facing its worst reces¬ 
sion in decades. 


New Dutch coalition unveils 
16 -billion-euro austerity 


drive 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands' new coalition 
government yesterday un¬ 
veiled an austerity program 
aimed at saving 16 billion 
euros by 2017, in a bid to cut 
the country's deficit. 

"Between 2012 and 2017, 
we will again ask of the Dutch 
an effort of 16 billion more 
euros ($21 billion), which 
means 1,000 euros per Dutch 
resident,” said Liberal VVD 
party head Mark Rutte at a 
press conference. 

"It's necessary because our 
country is still living beyond 
its means,” added Rutte, who 
is expected to stay on as prime 
minister in the coalition with 
the centre-left Labour PvdA 
party. 

The two pro-European par¬ 
ties announced on Sunday that 
they had agreed to form a Lib¬ 
eral-Labour coalition. 

The austerity drive, which 


is expected to be put to debate 
in parliament in the coming 
days, will include reforms in 
health insurance, real estate, 
unemployment benefits and a 
reduction in development aid. 

The aim is to rein in the 
country's public finances, after 
the Netherlands came under 
fire from its European partners 
when its deficit tipped to 4.7 
percent of gross domestic 
product last year, above a three 
percent ceiling imposed by the 
European Union. 

Talks on budget cuts led to 
the collapse of Rutte's govern¬ 
ment in April when his far- 
right parliamentary ally 
walked out of talks. 

During the elections last 
month, which were seen as a 
test of Dutch anti-European 
sentiment, the Liberals ob¬ 
tained 41 seats while Labour 
took 38 out of a possible 150 
up for grabs.

ILE DE PORQUEROLLES 
(AFP) - The father of a British 
boy who disappeared at the 
weekend in a southern French 
island while riding his bike in 
gale-force winds said yester¬ 
day he feared the worst. 

Rescue workers were 
searching the seas off the small 
Mediterranean tourist island of 
Porquerolles for 12-year-old 
Pierre Barnes who went miss¬ 
ing on Saturday. The bicycle 
and his shoe were found by a 
creek. 

His father Stephen Barnes 
told reporters: "We fear for the 
worst, but we still hope for his 
survival. But clearly the more 
time passes the less hope we 
have”. 

The boy had just arrived on 
the island with his English fa¬ 
ther, French mother and his 
two brothers and sisters when 
he went out Saturday on his 
bike as the winds barrelled at 
130 kilometers (80 miles) an 


hour. 

"The only hope would be 
that he has moved to an hy¬ 
pothermic state and can sur¬ 
vive several days, so we want 
the search to continue as long 
as possible to have the best 
chances to find him alive,” the 
father said. 

”1 just hope we will find 
Pierre alive or his body. The 
worst thing is not to know and 
to be left weeks without know¬ 
ing the outcome.” 

A rescue boat left yesterday 
morning to scour the seas off 
the island while three fire res¬ 
cue craft with divers aboard 
searched the island's coastline, 
officials said. 

French navy helicopter was 
also deployed while on the 
ground dozens of security 
forces and police officers car¬ 
ried out searches with dogs.

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British, Pakistani, UAE ministers 
visit Malala's in hospital 



LONDON (AFP) - Pakistan’s 
interior minister and the for¬ 
eign ministers of Britain and 
the UAE visited the English 
hospital treating shot Pakistani 
schoolgirl Malala Yousafzai on 
Monday. 

Britain's Foreign Office said 
the trio also met with the father 
of 15-year-old Malala, who 
was shot in the head by the 
Taliban earlier this month as 
punishment for campaigning 
for girls' education, in an at¬ 
tack that shocked the world. 

She was flown from Pak¬ 
istan on October 15 for treat¬ 
ment at a specialist hospital in 
Birmingham, central England, 
in an air ambulance provided 
by the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). 

"We are grateful to the hos¬ 
pital authorities, especially the 
doctors treating Malala, for 
taking care of her in a most 
professional manner. As a re¬ 
sult, she has made very good 
recovery in the past few days." 
said interior minister Rehman 
Malik. 

He expressed gratitude to 
Britain and the UAE for their 
support for Malala, who needs 
reconstructive surgery after a 
bullet grazed her brain in the 
October 9 attack, coming 
within centimetres of killing 
her. 

"Malala's incident should 
not be seen in isolation," Malik 
said. "She is a symbol of 
courage and determination 
against the forces of extremist 


ideology. 

"The attack on her was also 
meant to tarnish the true face 
of Pakistan and to discourage 
those struggling for human lib¬ 
erties and for the democratisa- 
tion of our society. 

"Let me reassure our inter¬ 
national friends that such acts 
of cowardice will not deter us, 
and the whole Pakistani nation 
stands behind Malala and her 
cause." 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague said Malala's 
swift recovery was an "ab¬ 
solute priority". 


"The people of Pakistan 
have paid a high price from 
terrorism and extremism," he 
added. "We will stand by all 
those who, like Malala, are 
courageously defending the 
rights of women, in Pakistan 
and around the world." 

Doctors say the bullet trav¬ 
elled through her head and 
neck before lodging in her left 
shoulder. 

Before reconstructive sur¬ 
gery, she must fight off an in¬ 
fection in the path of the bullet 
and recover her strength, 
which could take months.

A state-of-the-art yacht designed by Steve Jobs made its 
first public appearance in the Netherlands a year after 
the Apple founder's death. Dubbed Venus, after the 
Roman goddess of love and beauty, the 250-foot ship hit 
the water Sunday in Aalsmeer. Venus is steered by 27 
iMacs in its control room. It has a lightweight aluminum 
exterior and its large paned windows are not unlike 
those seen in Apple stores.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The unmanned SpaceX capsule 
made a safe splashdown in the Pacific Sunday after suc¬ 
cessfully delivering its first commercial payload to the 
International Space Station. The capsule parachuted into 
the water after an 18-day mission to resupply the station. 
The mission - the first of 12 planned trips in SpaceX's 
$1.6 billion contract with US space agency NASA - is a 
milestone for American efforts to privatize the space in¬ 
dustry, aimed at reducing costs and spreading them 
among a wider group than governments alone. The cap¬ 
sule delivered about 1,000 pounds (450 kilograms) of 
cargo to the space station and is taking home 1,670 
pounds (758 kilograms) of supplies, hardware and scien¬ 
tific tests and results. Owned by billionaire Paypal co¬ 
founder Elon Musk, SpaceX is one of several private 
firms working with the US space agency to send flights 
to and from the ISS, but SpaceX is the first to become 
operational. 


Snow and gales hit Europe, four dead, 


two missing 

PARIS (AFP) - Snow and gales 
hit France and Switzerland over 
the weekend, possibly leading 
to the death of a homeless man 
in Paris, while searches contin¬ 
ued for a missing windsurfer 
and a 12-year-old British boy 
who vanished Saturday in the 
south of France while cycling 
in a gale. 

His bicycle is reported to 
have been found but there are 
fears he was swept away by 
strong winds. 

Freezing temperatures killed 
three men in their fifties in 
Poland. Quoted by the Polish 
press agency PAP police said 
that two of them had been 
under the influence of alcohol, 
and the third man was said to be 


homeless. 

The homeless man, a 59- 
year-old former foreign legion¬ 
naire well-known in the 
neighbourhood and said to be 
in poor health, was found dead 
in northern Paris where temper¬ 
atures dipped to near zero Cel¬ 
sius (37 Fahrenheit) instead of 
the usual seasonal 7 Celsius 
(45F). He was thought to have 
died from the cold. 

Hurricane-force winds 
lashed southern France, dam¬ 
aging a ferry off Marseille 
which slipped its anchor and hit 
a quay. The hull was holed and 
two watertight compartments 
flooded. The ship has a 15 de¬ 
gree list while waiting to be 


righted. 

Almost 30,000 households 
in the south of France were 
without power. 

In Switzerland trees were 
toppled by high winds, rail serv¬ 
ices were interrupted and the 
emergency services received 
hundreds of calls as winter 
made an early appearance. 

Almost 10 centimetres (four 
inches) of snow fell in some 
parts late Saturday night. Many 
drivers failed to anticipate the 
onset of winter and fit appropri¬ 
ate tyres and there were scores 
of accidents in the canton of 
Bern alone in a 24-hour period, 
though no serious casualties 
were reported.

eBay to cut 235 jobs in 
PayPal restructuring 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US Internet retail giant eBay 
said yesterday it would cut 
235 jobs as part of a reorgan¬ 
ization of its PayPal financial 
division to make it ’’more 
agile” with a simplified busi¬ 
ness structure. 

The California firm also 
said it would cut about 120 
contractors working with 
PayPal in the restructuring, a 
plan which calls for a $15 
million charge against earn¬ 
ings. 

”The reduction results 
from a redesign of PayPal's 
product organization, consol¬ 


idating nine product groups 
into a single, more agile or¬ 
ganization,” a company state¬ 
ment said. 

"The intent is to simplify 
and speed up how products 
are developed. PayPal ex¬ 
pects to continue its strong 
global growth momentum 
and leadership.” 

PayPal, which currently 
has more than 117 million ac¬ 
tive accounts, provides per- 
son-to-person payments 
online but also offers pay¬ 
ment options for merchants 
and has been moving into 
digital wallets. 


Chrysler nearly doubles profit 
in third quarter 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Chrysler 
nearly doubled its profit in the 
third quarter as an improving 
economy and fresh models 
drew more consumers into its 
showrooms, the third largest 
US automaker said yesterday. 

Net income jumped 80 per¬ 
cent to $381 million as rev¬ 


enues rose 18 percent to $15.5 
billion in the July through Sep¬ 
tember period. 

The strong growth comes 
just three years after Chrysler 
emerged from bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection under the stewardship 
of Italy's Fiat. 



NEW YORK -- Even before Hurricane Sandy causes any 
significant property damage, it is costing biiiions of dol¬ 
lars as businesses shut down along the storm's ex¬ 
pected path. Economists say it will take a while to fully 
estimate the economic impact of the storm. But they be¬ 
lieve the impact will be enough to lower the nation's 
gross domestic product, the broadest reading of the na¬ 
tion's economic activity, in the fourth quarter.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hurricane Sandy froze com¬ 
merce, shut down stock ex¬ 
changes for the first time 
since 9/11 and idled millions 
of workers yesterday, laying 
siege to an economy still try¬ 
ing to get out of first gear. 

Businesses closed, refin¬ 
ers shut down operations and 
insurers girded for a leap in 
damage claims. 

The New York Stock Ex¬ 
change and the Nasdaq mar¬ 
ket shut completely yesterday 
and will stay closed today, 
with operations expected to 
resume tomorrow, "condi¬ 
tions permitting,” the NYSE 
said. 

It was the first full trading 
closure since the September 
11 attacks closed US equity 
markets for four days in 
2001, and the first full NYSE 
shutdown due to weather 
since September 1985, when 
Hurricane Gloria closed it for 
a day. 

Disaster estimator Eqecat 
forecast that the massive 
storm could cause up to $20 
billion in damages, only half 
of them insured, as it strikes 
land around New Jersey and 
collides with another weather 
front. 


PARIS (AFP) - The ratings 
agency Fitch warned yester¬ 
day that a surge in public un¬ 
rest in Kuwait could threaten 
the Gulf state's solid sovereign 
rating. 

"Recent popular protests 
suggest a radicalisation of the 
political scene in Kuwait,” 
Fitch analyst Paul Gamble 
wrote, while noting that the 
oil-rich country's external bal¬ 
ance "is the strongest of all 
Fitch-rated countries.” 

That meant the country's 
”AA” sovereign rating, the 
second-highest rating by 
Fitch, would withstand addi¬ 
tional instability, Gamble said. 

"However, a serious escala¬ 
tion of public unrest could 
threaten the rating. Much will 
depend on how the authorities 
respond, and whether large- 
scale violence is avoided,” he 
added. 

Over the weekend, 100 
protesters were hurt in week¬ 
end clashes with police in 
Kuwait as the demonstrators 
defended the "universal right” 
to freedom of assembly. 

Riot police used rubber 
bullets, tear gas and stun 
grenades and beat hundreds of 
demonstrators to break up the 
protest, which the opposition 


described as the largest 
demonstration in the Gulf 
state's history. 

The Kuwaiti opposition 
said yesterday that it would 
push ahead with protests until 
the government meets its de¬ 
mands for reform. 

The political crisis was 
sparked by a decision by the 
country's ruler to amend the 
electoral constituency law 
ahead of December elections. 

The opposition says the 
amendments are aimed at 
electing a rubber-stamp parlia¬ 
ment. 

Fitch estimated that "long¬ 
standing political grievances 
are unlikely to be resolved by 
the December elections, which 
opposition MPs and support¬ 
ers are threatening to boycott.” 

It noted that a political 
stalemate could damage the 
Kuwaiti economy, with poten¬ 
tial disruptions to the exten¬ 
sive public sector threatening 
execution of government proj¬ 
ects and a 2010-2014 Devel¬ 
opment Plan. 

If, however, Kuwait "man¬ 
ages to resolve the current 
stalemate it would confirm 
one of its ratings strengths 
compared with its regional 
peers,” Fitch concluded. 


Gazprom is more interested in shale oil, 
than gas 

Russian gas major 
Gazprom plans to develop 
the extraction of shale oil 
rather than shale gas in 
Russia, CEO Aleksey Miller 
has announced. 

"In contrast to shale gas 
extraction, which is quite 
irrelevant for Russia, the 
tight oil production is of 
considerable interest to 
Gazprom Group and we 
will work actively on this 
issue," Miller said.

US presenter Cooper sees TV talk 
show canceled 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
journalist and TV presenter 
Anderson Cooper’s epony¬ 
mous daytime talk show will 
not be renewed for a third sea¬ 
son, its producers said Mon¬ 
day. 

Flagging viewer numbers 
and a tough business climate 
were blamed for the effective 
cancelation of the syndicated 
show by Cooper, who also 
fronts a prime-time current af¬ 
fairs show on CNN, "Ander¬ 
son Cooper 360." 

"Anderson" is in its second 
season, and its producers had 
relaunched the program by air¬ 
ing it live and revamping its 


format, but to no avail. 

"We are extremely proud of 
Anderson and the show that 
he and the entire production 
team have produced," said a 
spokeswoman for Warner 
Bros and Telepictures, which 
produces the show. 

"While we made significant 
changes to the format, set and 
produced it live in its second 
season, the series will not be 
coming back for a third season 
in a marketplace that has be¬ 
come increasingly difficult to 
break through." 

"We will continue to deliver 
top-quality shows throughout 
next summer," she added. 


Cooper himself said: "I am 
very proud of the work that 
our terrific staff has put into 
launching and sustaining our 
show for two seasons.

'Skyfair breaks 007's 
British box office 
record 



LONDON (AFP) - "SkyfaN" has taken more in its opening 
weekend at the British box office than any previous 
James Bond film, its producers said on Monday. Starring 
Daniel Craig as 007 for a third time, "SkyfaN" has made 
£20.1 million ($32.2 million, 25.0 million euros) in Britain 
and Ireland since opening in both countries on Friday, 
according to a statement on its website. "We are ab¬ 
solutely overwhelmed with the reaction to SkyfaN this 
weekend," said producers Michael G. Wilson and Bar¬ 
bara Broccoli. "It is particularly thrilling as the UK is 
home to James Bond and it being the 50th anniversary 
year." Critics have declared the 23rd Bond film, starring 
Spanish actor Javier Bardem as Bond's latest nemesis, 
to be one of the finest in the suave British spy's 50 years 
on the screen. Directed by Oscar winner Sam Mendes, 
it opens with a spectacular chase scene in an Istanbul 
market but returns to home ground with a terror attack 
in London. The Bond franchise is one of the most suc¬ 
cessful in history, with the 22 other films released so far 
taking more than $5 billion (3.85 billion euros). Bond 
was first transported from Ian Fleming's novels to the sil¬ 
ver screen in 1962 with "Dr No", starring Sean Connery. 


Affleck's 'Argo' 
tops N. America 
box office 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
"Argo," based on a true 
story about six Americans 
spirited out of Iran during 
the 1979-80 hostage cri¬ 
sis, topped North Amer¬ 
ica's weekend box office 
takings with $12.1 million, 
figures showed Monday. 

In its third week of re¬ 
lease, the film directed by 
and starring Ben Affleck 
jumped from the second 
to the top spot, according 
to box office tracker Ex¬ 
hibitor Relations. It has 
earned a total of $60.5 mil¬ 
lion so far.

PARIS (AFP) - Fresh from hit¬ 
ting his 300th career goal in a 
weekend swamping of Rayo 
Vallecano, Barcelona icon Li¬ 
onel Messi heads a 23-strong 
shortlist for a fourth 
FIFA/France Football Ballon 
d'Or (Golden Ball) award. 

National team captains and 
head coaches plus interna¬ 
tional media representatives 
selected by the French maga¬ 
zine will determine who wins 
the accolade, with Argentina's 
Messi favourite to land the 
award again at a presentation 
on January 7. 


MILAN (AFP) - Juventus di¬ 
rector general Beppe Moratta 
has moved to quash claims of 
a conspiracy after the Serie A 
champions' controversial win 
at Catania on Sunday. 

"I agree that there was a ref¬ 
ereeing mistake yesterday but 
there have been other mistakes 
in previous matches and last 
year Juve was on the receiving 
end," said Moratta. 

"But we categorically reject 
any idea of a conspiracy, that 
Juve somehow affected the re¬ 
sult yesterday." 

Arturo Vidal's 57th-minute 
winner helped Juve extend 
their lead at the top of Serie A 
and took their unbeaten streak 
to 48 matches but the Sicilian 
side had earlier scored a per¬ 
fectly good goal that was 
chalked off by the referee for 
offside. 

Furious Catania president 
Antonino Pulvirenti was or¬ 
dered off the bench and later 
complained that protests from 
the Juve bench had influence 
the officials' decision to disal¬ 
low the goal. 

Pictures of Bergessio's goal 
showing he was not offside 
were splashed on the front of 
both Gazzetta dello Sport and 
Corriere dello Sport, Italy's 
biggest sports dailies. 

The front pages also showed 
that for his goal Vidal was off¬ 
side, reinforcing Catania's

La Viola the lead in first half 
injury time and despite Stefano 
Mauri levelling with a diving 
header in the 59th minute he 
was flagged offside despite 
Juan Cuadrado appearing to 
play him onside. 

Lazio coach Vladmir 
Petkovic praised Fiorentina 
but felt aggrieved by the ref¬ 
eree's decision not to award 
Mauri's goal. 

"The goal was clearly not 
offside," he told Sky Italia. "I 
also failed to understand some 
of the cautions (yellow cards) 
we had, but overall we should 
have done better." 

The incidents have raised 
questions over the standard 
and professionalism of referee¬ 
ing in Italy, prompting a reac¬ 
tion from the Italian Olympic 
Committee (CONI) president 
Gianni Petrucci. 

"The referees are working 
hard and mistakes sometimes 
happen," said Petrucci, who 
praised Petkovic's reaction as 
an example of fair play.

NFL: Trade dead¬ 
line pushed back 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NFL on today said it had 
pushed its trade deadline 
back 48 hours to Thurs¬ 
day because of the dis¬ 
ruption caused by 
Hurricane Sandy. 

The deadline for teams 
to agree on player swaps 
had been set for Tuesday, 
but the league decided to 
allow more time in part 
because several teams 
suspended operations as 
the deadly hurricane ap¬ 
proached the US east 
coast. 

NFL offices in New York 
were also closed for Mon¬ 
day and today, which 
would have made it diffi¬ 
cult for the league to 
process any trade paper¬ 
work. 

The storm, a deadly 
combination of a tropical 
hurricane rolling north 
from the Caribbean and 
fierce wintry winds ap¬ 
proaching from Canada, 
was expected to leave 
tens of millions without 
power, and trigger coastal 
and river flooding. 

Ground and air travel was 
severely disrupted as 
local, state and federal of¬ 
ficials urged those living 
in the storm's likely path 
to take adequate precau¬ 
tions.

Serena Williams; The best is

ISTANBUL (AFP) - Even after 15 Grand Slam titles and at 
the age of 31, Serena Williams says the best is still to 
come, after ending a remarkable comeback season with 
the WTA Championships title she first won over a decade 
ago. If Williams' prediction is right, then the achieve¬ 
ments of Martina Navratilova and Chris Evert, who each 
won 18 Grand Slam titles, may be within her reach. That 
has only been bettered during the open era by Steffi 
Graf, who won 22. Williams has won the Olympics, Wim¬ 
bledon and US Open titles 
in the last four months - a 
dramatic turn-around from 
a 12-month absence in 
2010 and 2011 in which 
she suffered from a badly 
cut foot and life-threaten¬ 
ing blood clots on her 
lungs. Though she is only 
world ranked three, behind 
Sharapova and the year- 
end world number one Vic¬ 
toria Azarenka, the 
American is likely to be¬ 
come the bookies' 
favourite to win the next 
Grand Slam, the Australian 
Open in January.

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NBA: Bryant, Lakers chase 
milestone titles 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers and super- 
star Kobe Bryant are chasing 
twin milestone titles as the 
67th NBA season opens today, 
counting on two key additions 
to help them regain Western 
Conference supremacy. 

With one more title, the 
Lakers can match the Boston 
Celtics' record of 17 NBA 
crowns, while Bryant could 
match Michael Jordan's six ca¬ 
reer championships. 

At 34, Bryant has been to 
the NBA finals seven times. 
With more than a thousand 
regular-season games under 
his belt — and with the Lakers 
still feeling the sting of their 
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five-game second-round play¬ 
off ouster by the young Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder last season 
— the club have spared no ex¬ 
pense in bringing in big man 
Dwight Howard and veteran 
point guard Steve Nash. 

The Lakers will pay their 
players $100 million this sea¬ 
son, plus tens of millions more 
in luxury tax for the privilege. 

"It's a big investment made 
in the team," said Spain's Pau 
Gasol. "Everybody has a lot of 
expectations about the team. 
We ourselves have a great de¬ 
sire of accomplishing all those 
expectations." 

However, the build-up to 
Tuesday's season-opener at 
home to Dallas has been any¬ 
thing but smooth. 

The Lakers went 0-8 in the 
pre-season, and Bryant is 
questionable for Tuesday's 
game with a strained right foot 
suffered in one of those de¬ 
feats. 

Whether the infusion of 
more star talent pays off with 
a title depends on how well 
those talents mesh and 
whether they all stay healthy. 

Howard is one of the top de¬ 
fenders in the league, but he 
arrived from Orlando still 
seeking full fitness in the wake 
of back surgery that forced 
him out of the London 
Olympics. 

Nash, a a two-time NBA 
Most Valuable Player, has 


never won an NBA title, and in 
fact never played in the finals. 

The 38-year-old Canadian, 
who has spent much of his 
league career trying in vain to 
get the Phoenix Suns past the 
Lakers, says he's looking for¬ 
ward to life on the other side. 

"It is one of the marquee 
franchises in our league and 
has a great franchise history," 
Nash said of the club. "Those 
are characteristics you can't 
say about every club. That's 
something that I feel proud to 
be part of and excited to hope¬ 
fully continue the legacy." 

Bryant insists that chemistry 
won't be an issue. 

"All the pieces fit," he said. 
"We all do different things. We 
all fit together naturally. We 
just have to keep doing the 
things we have been doing our 
entire careers." 

The superstar starters rarely 
played together in the pre-sea- 
son, and coach Mike Brown 
acknowledged that the team 
would have a few things to 
work out early in the regular 
season. 

The wealth of talent assem¬ 
bled, however, meant the Lak¬ 
ers could put up wins even 
before they hit their peak, 
Brown said. 

By the time the second half 
of the season and the playoffs 
roll around, everything should 
be in place for a serious title 
challenge.

Baseballs Giants win World 
over Tigers 



DETROIT (AFP) - Crafting a 
World Series sweep with 
masterful pitching and clutch 
hits, the San Francisco Giants 
won a second Major League 
Baseball title in three seasons 
Sunday with a 4-3 victory 
over Detroit. 

The Giants routed Detroit 
four games to none in the 
best-of-seven final and after 
a 2010 Series triumph over 
Texas won the club's seventh 
championship overall, five of 
them coming before the team 
moved from New York in 
1958. 


Ryan Theriot, who won a 
World Series last year with 
St. Louis, scored the title¬ 
winning run for the Giants in 
the 10th inning on a single by 
Marco Scutaro, who made 
the key hit two days before 
his 37th birthday. 

Theriot singled to right 
field, advancing to second 
base on Brandon Crawford's 
sacrifice bunt and raced 
home on a two-out single by 
Scutaro, who has played for 
six different clubs in 10 


major league seasons. 

"It was fitting for him to 
get the game-winning hit," 
Bochy said. "Those two did a 
great job for us." 

Giants relief ace Sergio 
Romo entered in the bottom 
half of the 10th and struck 
out leadoff hitter Austin Jack- 
son, pinch hitter Don Kelly 
and Tigers slugger Miguel 
Cabrera for the last outs to ig¬ 
nite a victory celebration. 

San Francisco became the 
21st team to capture the 


Series in sweep 


throne in a sweep and kept 
the Tigers searching for their 
first World Series crown 
since 1984. 

"I’m a little bit flabber¬ 
gasted to be honest," Tigers 
manager Jim Leyland said. "I 
would never have thought the 
Giants would have swept us, 
but it happened. It's a freaky 
game. It happened. So be it." 

San Francisco third base- 
man Pablo Sandoval was 
named Most Valuable Player 
of the World Series. 

The Venezuelan slugger 
nicknamed "Kung Fu Panda" 
blasted three home runs in

The Giants were often on 
the brink of elimination in the 
playoffs, winning the last 
three games of their first 
post-season series against 
Cincinnati then needing to 
take the last three against St.
